may judge for himſelf, without being influenced by tuture Miſrepreſenta- 
tion.---Befides, it is preſumed, that a Cerzificate of Attendance at a Public 
Hojpital, will carry with it more Credit and Conſequence, than that of be- 


ing called to caſual Labours only. 


It is here neceſſary to mention a very capital Inconvenience which many 


Gentlemen inadvertently fall into, viz. That of deferring their Instructions in 
this Art, till within a few Months of their leaving London : whereas it ap- 
peaars moſt eligible and proper for them to attend Lectures in Midwifery,

In the Practical Part of Midwifery, there is a Kind of Dexterity required, 

which can never be taught by Deſcription ;---nothing but Practice itſelf can 
adapt the Hand of the Pupil to the axed and judicious Performance of the 
ſeveral Operations in „ 
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It is true, that before any « one can be deemed a Proficient in Midi: ifery, 25 —— 
he muſt have frequent Opportunities of real Practice; but living Bodies are | 
very improper Subjects for initiating Pupils in the Operative Part of this 
Art: How then ſhall they begin to practiſe ?---Not on real Subjects, but 
upon artificial Bodies, ſo mechanically and naturally conſtructed, as nearly to 
_ correſpond with the ſeveral Parts concerned in Parturition; but as Machines 

badly conſtructed by Mechanics or Artificers, who know nothing of their real 
U ſe, are ſo far from being ſerviceable, that they do much Harm, by miſinform- 
the Judgment of the Student, and giving him a falſe Idea of Nature, both 

in the Touch, Figure, and Diſpofition of the ſeveral Parts; I was induced to 
beſtow no ſmall Labour and Expence on that Apparatus, upon which I now 
artificially demonſtrate the ſeveral difficult Operations of Midwifery ; having 

for many Years been conſtantly making Alterations and e in it, 
as upon Trial I diſcovered its Defects. . 


By the Uſe of this Apparatus, each difficult Caſe 1s reduced to a Demon- 
ration, which will afford the Student ſuch ſolid Introductory Knowledge

bs Þ HE Forceps uſed in MipwirERVY may be confidered as an Inſtrument 
1 conſiſting of two Levers, which ad in contrary Directions from 
one common Centre or Fulcrum, where their Blades unite and are ſuſ- 


tained by each other; conſequently, their Power on the Body to be moved 
will be in Proportion to the Length of their Levers or Handles. 


H. Cantz, Profeſſor of Midwifery at Vienna, and Levret of Paris, both 
obſerve, that when the Child's Head is wedged within the Bones of the 
Pelvis, (capite incuneato it can ſcarcely ever be extracted by the common 
Forceps recommended by Smellie, becauſe of their Shortneſs; and as their 
Blades are only curved in one Direction, whenever it happens that the 
Hind-head is forced over the Symphyſis of the Pubes, it cannot be got hold 
of within the Curve of the Blades, which being only applied along the Ears 
in a ſtraight Direction, are therefore apt to ſlip downwards over the Face, 
and to foil the Operator in the Extraction of the Head: This will the 
rather happen, becauſe they are made 7aper towards the Points, which 
will diminiſh their Contact on the Head, and prevent them from taking a 
—ſo that they are the leaſt ſerviceable in thoſe very Caſes wwhere 


firm Hold; 


they are moft wanted, ——that is, where the Pelvis is narrow; for it muſt | 
be allowed, of all Difficulties, that which happens from the above Cauſe, 
is by far the moſt inſurmountable Obſtacle to the Birth, ſince it can only = 
be overcome by very ſtrong Pains, which compreſs the Head and force 
It ao d' . 888 
The ſhort Forceps may indeed be effectually applied when the Child's 
Head is low in the Pelvis; but where that is the Caſe, artificial Aſſiſt- 
ance is ſeldom neceſſary, the principal Difficulty being then over; and 
ſhould any ſtill remain, it will now be removed by the Concurrence of 
two Cauſes, viz. the inferior Parts of the Pelvis will gradually dilate and 
give Way to the Preſſure of the Head, which, at the ſame Time, will be 
ſqſueezed into a longitudinal Form, and therefore its tranſverſe Diameter, 
in reſpect to the Paſſage, will become confiderably leſs and leſs; both 
which Circumſtances have a manifeſt Tendency to facilitate the Birth. 
I know that the Application of the Forceps is objected to by ſome, 
till after the Head has got below the Brim of the Pelvis, on the Suppo- 
ſition that the Force applied to bring it down, would prove injurious to 


the Mother ——But will not the violent and long continued Compreſſion of the 


ſoft Parts, viz. the Vaginæ ind Neck of the Bladder, &c. when ſqueezed be- 
. tween the Head and Bones of the Pelvis, as two ſolid Bodies, be much 
more liable to endanger the Patient? Since Inſtances may be found where

a Mortification has been the Conſequence, and where the Child, which - 


always ſuffers in Proportion, was alſo born dead. 

In Caſes, therefore, extremely laborious, when the Head is large, —the 
Pelvis narrow, or both; where the Patient's Strength is exhauſted by 
a Flooding, —— where ſhe is ſuddenly attacked with Convulſions, Faintings, 
or other alarming Symptoms, and conſequently, where the labour Pains 
are inſufficient to bring forth the Child; the long double curved Forceps, here- 


after deſcribed, may be uſed with great Safety and Advantage, either with - 
or without the Lever or third Blade, as Occafion may require, — Every one 
who has had much Experience knows, that it is often improper, as well as 


difficult and dangerous to turn the Child, and ſometimes impracticable with- 


out burſting the Uterus, or applying ſo much Violence as might be fatal 


to the Mother; and to open the Head of a living Infant, before the long For-

When the Fore-head preſents N and the Hind-head 


to the Pubes, the long Axis of the Head interſects the ſhort Axis of the 
Pelvis, and therefore, theſe Parts may be conſidered as two Elipſes croſs- 


ing each other ;—a Poſition of the Head very unfavourable to the Birth 


of the Child; here the Blades of the Forceps are to be applied along the 

Ears, and we are directed to turn the Face to one Side, ſo that there may 
be a perfect Coincidence between the Shape of the Head and the Cavity of 
the Pelvis : but this cannot always be done without much Violence; be- 

ſides, when it is wedged within the Brim, we cannot always be certain of 


its exact Poſition, and therefore, ſhould it happen to be turned the wrong 


May, the Difficulty will be increaſed; conſequently, there will often be 
A2 Necefhity of bringing it along as it firſt preſented.— Whenever this is 
the Caſe, a very 85 Inconvenience, even in the long double-curved 
PForceps, will occur; for when they are thus applied on the Sides of the 
Head, the more it is there compreſſed by the Action of the Blades, the 
more will the Hind- head be forced over the Pubes, and the Fore-head againſt 
the Sacrum, which will ſtill add to the Difficulty, and conſequently it can- 
not be extracted in this Manner, without great Violence both to the Mo- 


ther and Child. This Circumſtance has happened to me in Practice 


ſeveral Times, particularly in two laborious Caſes, where the repeated Ap- 


plication of the Blades at the Sides proved ineſfectual; and dangerous 


Symptoms appearing, I was afraid of further Delay, and therefore, (the 


Patient being placed on her Side) I introduced them at the Sacrum and 
Pubes, that is, on the Face and Occiput, and extracted the Head with Eaſe 


at the firſt Effort. 


As this Succeſs was plainly owing to the Compreſſion of the longeſt 


Part of the Head, it firſt ſuggeſted to me the Hint of applying a Pair 
of Forceps with three Blades, one of which may be occaſionally uſed as a Le- 
ver, which will act on the ſame Principle as that of Roonhyyſe, and by 
Means of which, he is ſaid to have practiſed with ſo much Reputation and 
Succeſs in Holland, that De Viſcher and Van de Paol, (two Phyſicians of 
Amfterdam) purchaſed it as a Secret, for a conſiderable Sum of Money, 


and afterwards publiſhed it for the Good of Mankind :—'Tis only a fin- 


ple Lever, made of tempered Steel, which, in laborious Caſes, is directed 


to be paſſed up between the Pubes and the Hind-head, in order to ue. 


ceps and every other other Expedient had been tried in vain, would ſurely be 
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down the laſt below the Brim of the Pelvis; this it will often effec- 
tually do, and is an Inſtrument of conſiderable Uſe, particularly where the 
Difficulty ariſes from a large Head or narrow Pelvis ; but notwithſtanding 
its ſeeming Simplicity, it may be attended with the utmoſt Danger; for 
as the Symphyſis of the Pubes is the Centre from which it acts, "and the 


Point upon which the whole Streſs is laid, whenever much Force is ap- 


| plied to bring down the Head, (Action and Reaction being the ſame) the 
Varia, Neck of the Bladder, and nervous Parts, may be ſo violently bruiſed, 
as to occaſion a Mortification, or even the very Symphyſis of the Pubes may 
happen to give way. 


| To remedy this Inconvenience, which is the principal Objection to the 
Lever, I have, for ſome Years paſt, in my Course or LEC TURES on 
Midwifery, recommended an Inſtrument conſiſting of three Blades, being, in 
Fact nothing more than a Pair of long Forceps with a double Curve, and 
the Addition of a Lever, which may be applied without the leaſt Danger 
of hurting the Mother; for here the Fulcrum of the Lever is removed from 


the Pubes to the Junction of the two Blades, which not only act as a Pair of 


Forceps, but, at the ſame Time afford a firm reſting Point for the third 


Blade, by Means of a ſmall Pivot, or central Fin, placed on the under Side 
of one of their Blades. 


Alter the Introduction of the Blades of theſe Forceps 1 at the sides of 
1 the Child's Head, this Lever is to be paſſed up between the Occiput ang 
Pubes ; and as the Pelvis there forms a Kind of Arch, and is alſo ex- 
 tremely ſhallow, by inclining the Handle low towards the Perinzum, it 


may be introduced without the leaſt Degree of Violence. 


I k̃ bis additional Blade or Lever applied immediately to the reſiſting Point e 
or Occiput, where it reſts at the Pubes, will not only effectually ſhorten 
the Head, and detach it from the Place of its Obſtruction, but will 
alſo prevent the Forceps from ſlipping ; for if they tend down towards the 
Face, the Lever, which is fixed at the Hind-head, and ſuſtained at the _ 
Junction of the Blades, muſt be drawn down with them, and conſequently 
the Head alſo will ſtill be the more brought into the Centre of the Pelvis, 
and therefore the more eaſily extracted; which may be better underſtood "* 


by referring to the hird Figure in the Copper ——_—_ 
The Blades of theſe Forceps are broad at their Extremities whey they 


= graſp the Head, and being reflected towards the Pubes with a curvilinear 
Sweep, they not only correſpond more aptly with the Direction of the 
Paſſage than the common ſhort ones; but alſo take a much more firm 
and extenſive Hold of the Hind-head, where it reſts at the Brim. Beſides, 
as their compreſſive Force on the Head is more uniform, there will be 
leſs Danger of lacerating the Perinaeum : They will alſo be leſs liable to 


hurt the Patient, as they lock at a greater Diſtance from the Os Exter- 


num, neither will they hog this Part ſo violently on the Stretch ; for their 
Blades near the Junction, are much cloſer together than in the common 


Forceps ;—the Diſtance in the firſt being only two Inches from Blades to 
Blade, but in the laſt, three Inches and a Quarter. 


he Cutve ot che Blades from their Junction to their Extremitie is in

the Handles, five Inches and an Half, in the Whole Hirten Inches; ſo that

independent of the Lever, and admitting they are uſed alone, conſidering 
their Length and the Effect of their double Curve, they will in all Caſes 
be found preferable to the common ftreight Forceps; or to ſpeak more 
properly, to thoſe where the Extremities of the Blades are in a NETS 
Line with the Point where they lock. 

Should it be ſuppoſed, that the Length of their Handles will giv 
them a dangerous Power of Action, I think the Objection is eaſily an- 
ſwered, ſince this would not be the Fault of the e but of the Ope- 

_rator; Tor no one who 1s prudent and ſkilful will ever apply a greater 

Degree of Force, than the natural Structure of the Parts will bear. 

Of late the common Forceps have been made with a Kind of double Curve, 
but without any real Advantage, ſuch Forceps being much too ſhort to 
reach the Head above the Brim of the Pelvis, and where this additional Curve 
can only be proper or neceſſary; for when it is low, the ſhort ſtreight 
Forceps in common Uſe, as already obſerved, will do as well as any. 

The Lever is about twelve Inches and an Half in Length, and in its 
Centre, which is made with a PROI ECIN ANGLE, to give it a greater 
Power of Action, are placed two ſmall Depreſſions, for the Reception of 
the Pivot on the lower Blade of the Forceps, with a ſuperficial Groove 
| between theſe Depreſſions, ſo as to allow it to be paſſed higher or lower 

as Occaſion may require. 
Ihn ſhort, theſe tevo mechanical Powers of the run and Lever thus com- 
: Hite, will mutually affft each other ;—For the Lever will not only prevent the 
Forceps from eee but will alſo /horten the Head, and bring it down below 


the Arch of the Pubes in to the Centre of the Pelvis, by which Means 
itt may be the more eaſily extracted; on the other Hand, the Forceps will 


afford a reſting Point to the Lever, from which it may effectually act 
without any Sort of Danger to the Patient, ſo that we have the Advantages 
of both Inſtruments without the Defects of either. 
To thoſe who have ſeen the Inſtrument, and the Manner of i its Applica- : 
cation, this Deſcription would perhaps have been ſuthciently plain and 
obvious; but leaſt it ſhould be imperfectly underſtood by others, I have 
been at the Expence of a Drawing and Copper-plate Print, to repreſent it
